Who treats himself has a fool for 
a patient" is the old saying D iag­ 
nosing one s own ailm nts and pre- 
■rribmg for them according to folk 
medicine or patent remedy 
adver­ 
tisements is indeed foolhardy. 
And yet the hazards therein are 
m a measure less th an are the haz­ 
ards of self-dieting. Go vernm ental 
and o ther agencies at least 
pro- 
tect us against, ex cessively dang er- 
ouf drugs and medicaments 
But 
there is apparently no law to pro ­ 
tect :r- 
aeainsr 
the 
self-dieting 
dangers. 
H^re are two 
illustrative 
case.- 
taken from medical ex perience 
A 
m an .'6 years of aee underwent an 
opp ation. He stood the operatio n 
well and va.s making 
what 
a p ­ 
peared tn be an uneventful recov­ 
ery. 
Previous to the 
o peratio n 
this 
patient was a large, 
robust 
man 
weighing 18 0 pound 
During the 
con alescence period, 
however, 
he 
began to lose weight and strength. 
After num rto us 
labo rato ry 
and 
other tests were made it occurred 
to one physician to re-inquire into 
he dietetic habits of the patient 
Then it wa 
found 
th a t the 
m an 
was eating only 
oatmeal 
porridge. 
f 
ndensed milk and bread. This p a ­ 
nt had taken it upon himself to 
discard the diet ordered and to re­ 
vert to his ehilhood favorite dish 
W hen he was put back upon a bal­ 
anced and 
adequate diet, 
he re­ 
gained strength promptly. 
Ano ther Illustrative case is th at 
of a young woman suffering from 
gastric disurhances essentially of a 
nervous origin. Following the po p­ 
ular fallacy which charges all sorts 
of ills to meats, she tried to subsist 
upon a diet of raw and cooked ve­ 
getable 
and fruits. 
She suffered 
much gastro -intestinal 
ferm enta­ 
tion. 
She, too, recovered rapidly 
when put to bed for a period of six 
weeks and fed a 
well-halaneed 
bland diet. 
W ithin the limits of adequate c a ­ 
loric intake and inclusion 
of 
the 
hasm foods, one may choose 
cer­ 
tain and reject o ther dietetic a rti­ 
cle« 
But 'self-dieting'' is ex treme 
or bizarre form is dangerous.
